Machine 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) — What 


would you "do 'if you saw your 
next-door-neighbor flitting around 
his backyard in- what you thought 
was a flying saucer 


The neighbors of retired, sales- 


man N, B, McCreary. 52, locked 
their doors yesterday and telephon- 
ed local newspapers.

•skimming over the grass — 2G 
inches off the ground — in a home- 
made flying machine. 


"Actually it's not a flying saucer 


or even a flying machine," Mc- 
Creary told them. ,'It's just an 
air car. They're being built in a 
lot of places but mine is different 
because its inexpensive and it runs 
on one horsepower." 


The air car, octagonal air plat- 


form actually, runs on a one horse- 
power gasoline lawnmower motor. 
When McCreary 
cranks 
up the 


motor, the platform rises 2G inches 
and a transparent polyethelene cur- 
tain drops to the ground. 


He 
explained that the 
motor 


turns a propeller which oreats a 
small mass of low-pressure com- 


pressed air below the platform. 
The polyethelene curtain contains 
the air. 


•McCreary wouldn't divulge his 


propulsion system. It hasn't been 
patented, he said, and he -belives 
it is something entirely new. 


He said many other air cars are 


"hung from the prop." That is, 
the propeller lifts thorn oft the 
ground and keeps them there by 
what McCreary calls brute force. 


McCreary said he has plans foi 


a 
six-passenger 
air 
car 
which 


could travel 50 to 75 miles per 
hour on power from a 65 to 90 
horsepower motor. 


The present platform holds only 


two persons. 


He said he hopes to manufac- 


ture the machines 
commercially 


The platform cost only atoout $100 
to build, he added, while most au 
cars are imuch more expensive, 


The air car has another use: 


Travels around the backyard blow 
leaves and trash onto the patio 
McCreary guided the platform cav 
to the patio and pushed it back and 
forth and it blew the leaves 'back 
onto the lawn like a huge vacuum 
cleaner, 


"This thing," he said, "is going 


to revolutionize transportation. In 
five or 10 years there won't bo 
cars as we knew them any more."
